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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowance 

1 . Claims 6, 8 and 11-13 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claims 6, 8 and 11-13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Jansen et al. (US 6,080,831) is withdrawn in light of the examiner's 
amendment below. 

3. The rejection of claims 6 and 8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 3 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,080,831 is withdrawn in light of the examiner's amendment below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The clalms: 

In claim 6, insert -selected from the group consisting of hydroxy!, amino, amido, 
carbonyl, carboxyl, mercapto, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfate, nitro, 
nitrile, isonitrile, cyanate, silyl, silanyl, phosphine, phosphate, phosphite. 
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phophonate, acrylate, methacrylate, allyl, and vinyl and mixtures thereof —after the 
phrase "free functional group". 

In claim 6, insert —which group reacts with the 0CN-R1 -moiety of the formula (1) 
wherein Y is retained as a hydrogen atom or a free functional group selected from 
the group consisting of hydroxyl, amino, amido, carbonyl, carboxyl, mercapto, 
sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfate, nitro, nitrile, isonitrile, cyanate, silyl, 
silanyl, phosphine, phosphate, phosphite, phophonate, acrylate, methacrylate, allyl, 
and vinyl and mixtures thereof— after the phrase "compound having at least one 
isocyanate-reactive group,". 

In claim 6, insert —which has atleast one isocyanate-reactive group which group 
reacts with the 0CN-R1 -moiety of the formula (1 ) wherein Y is retained as a 
hydrogen atom or a free functional group selected from the group consisting of 
hydroxyl, amino, amido, carbonyl, carboxyl, mercapto, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, sulfonyl, 
sulfonyl, sulfate, nitro, nitrile, isonitrile, cyanate, silyl, silanyl, phosphine, phosphate, 
phosphite, phophonate, acrylate, methacrylate, allyl, and vinyl and mixtures 
thereof— after the word "surface". 



Claims 1-5, 7, 9-10 are cancelled. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 6, 8, 
11-13, renumbered 1-5 are allowed in view of applicants remarks and the examiner's 
amendment above. 

The prior art most pertinent to the instant claims is Jansen et al. (US 6,080,831). 
However, Jansen et al. do not specifically teach reacting a compound of formula 1 with 
atleast one isocyanate group as recited by the instant claim 6 and it would not have 
been obvious from the teaching of Jansen et al. because the prior art teaches a 
structurally different modified polyisocyanate. None of the prior art of record specifically 
teach or suggest the claimed formula 1 .
